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GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



The band of turf outlaws from the Antipodes, 
who have manipulated the speed of Trance to 
their own dishonest ends, have at last been 
safely landed by the San Francisco turf author- 
ities. It is a good and healthy occurrence. We 
have, unhappily for the good of the turf, too 
many spotted and tainted turfmen of our own 
to contend with, to view the invasion of our 
tracks by the barred-off scoundrels of Australia 
and New Zealand without just apprehension. 

Australia is a great racing country. Magnifi- 
cently appointed race tracks, horses equal in 
all qualities to those of England and this 
country, attendance on great occasions far 
excelling anything of the sort known in the 
United States^ and speculation on a tremen- 
dous scale are prominent features there. It is 
to Australian ingenuity that we owe the num- 
bered saddle-cloth and the starting gate, con- 
veniences to be thankful for. But unluckily 
it is a matter of repute that among so much 
that is good the Australian turf graduates from 
its shady elements are the most accomplished 
past-grand masters in all the arts of turf vil- 
lainy known on the face of the earth. They can 
give our own candidates for eventful expulsion 
points undreamed of in the latter’s schedule of 
unlawful secrets designed for robbery of the 
racing public and have an ample reserve left. 
It follows without much room for argument 
that the San Francisco turf officials deserve 
gratitude and congratulations for their vigi- 
lance in heading off' an irruption that might 
have grown to deplorable proportions but for 
this early and commendable set-back. 

Clear weather and an improved race track 
•has naturally led to improved racing at New 
Orleans. With the privilege of viewing such 
good horses as Gath, Harry Duke, J. A. Gray 
Sligo, and others, of approximate class, in con- 
tention, the Crescent City patrons of racing 
have little to complain of at present. Winter 
racing is a vastly different thing now from wliat 
it was five years ago, when it was monopolized 
by the ‘‘dogs” of horsedom. Both at San Fran- 
cisco and New Orleans it compares favorably 
with the average of sport furnished at the 
northern summer tracks. 

James E. Coonan, Joliet, 111.— Bingham, ch. g, 
by Volturno — Her Majesty, foaled in 1890, ran 
one race unplaced as a two-year-old at Glou- 
cester, N. J. As a three-year-old ho started six- | 
teen times, running second once, third once and ' 
fourteen times unplaced. In 1894 he ran once at • 
Alexander Island, Va., starting in the name of ; 
J. Donnelly, and was unplaced. This is the 
only Bingham shown in the records of the past 
six years. 

Since he purchased Hamburg, Marcus Daly, it 
is said, has decided that he will not abandon 
racing on the metropolitan circuit altogether, 
as he announced he would do early last fall. A 
horseman in Daly’s confidence said recently that 
it was the intention of the Montana magnate 
to send a string of thoroughbreds to Billy 
Lakeland to be trained and raced next sea- 
son. Some of the two-year-olds that raced 
in Daly’s colors on the metropolitan tracks 
last season will be sent East. Afghan and 
Briar Sweet both developed rapidly after 
their removal to Montana, and it is believed 
that they will make first-rate three-year-olds. 
They are to be shipped East along with Scottish 
Chieftain, the winner of the Belmont Stakes 
last spring; Ogden, the Futurity winner of 1896, 
and a number of two-year-olds. 

Hamburg is eligible for the Realization, in 
which he was entered by John Madden, and he 
will be nominated for all the rich events for 



three-year-olds and horses of all ages to be de- 
cided next season. He will likely make his first 
appearance in the Metropolitan Handicap, 
which Voter won this year. He will also be 
trained for the Brooklyn Handicap. 



THE AMERICAN RACING GUIDE. 



About April 15, Daily Racing Form Publishing 
Co. will issue a book that has long been needed 
by that part of the American public which loves 
racing. It will be known as The American 
Racing Guide and will class 4,000 or more pres- 
ent turf performers in a resultive way, giving a 
decimal estimate of the ability of each as to 
speed, weight-carrying ability, and perform- 
ances, estimating the horse on the basis of 
1,000. In addition to the estimates of speed and 
known performances the peculiarities of each 
individual horse will be enumerated. About 
ten racing experts are now at work on the mat- 
ter for the book. The individual notes will tell 
the story of performance and disposition by ob- 
servation. The men who will class the horses 
are the men who have seen them race from day 
to day. These men have reported and are re- 
porting for Daily Racing Form. They are 
the best reporters in America. Their notes will 
tell of the fancy of horses for various kinds of 
tracks, how they run, how they carry weight 
and detail the individual peculiarities of 4,000 
or more present performers. The American 
Racing Guide will be a compact book; a gem 
in the line of material, printing and binding 
and of pocket size. It will be printed on linen 
paper with a lettered index and be bound in 
soft morocco. The edition of the American 
Racing Guide will be a limited one. Only ad- 
vance subscribers can be supplied, at $10 per 
copy. The contents of the volume will be regis- 
tered, patented and copyrighted. 

' NOTES OF THE TURF. 

J. D. Lewis and Dan Halliday, with the mare 
Trance, have been ruled off by the Pacific 
Coast Jockey Club for corrupt practices over 
the race which Trance ran at Ingleside, Decem- 
ber 2. Both are Australians. Lewis owned 
Tarcoola when he won the Melbourne Cup in 
1890. Halliday came over with Stromboli. It 
turns out that Trance was ruled off in Australia 
before she came to America. 

The suspension of Jockey Clawson for inter- 
ference with May W in the sparkling race of 
December 22, which Satsuma won, three-quar- 
ters of a mile in 1 :12i, is given the mark of jus- 
tice by the filly’s performance Friday. Clawson 
was on the back of Tea Rose in the Satsuma 
race. May W is a marvelously fast and badly 
mismanaged racing tool. 

Jockey C. Slaughter after reporting to Barney 
Schreiber at ’Frisco and riding one race found 
that he was not fit to serve his master. The 
contract was terminated and Slaughter has 
gone home to Texas.
